More than 17,000 Haitians 
voluntarily move back 


to their home country 
Santo Domingo, D.R: 

n Wednesday, June 24th Josué Gastelbondo 

Head of Mission of the International Organ- 
ization for Migration (IOM) in the Dominican 
Republic declared that during the last two weeks 
17,336 Haitians have returned voluntarily to 
Haiti which indicates a marked acceleration of 
return despite the fact that the Dominican Re- 
public partially reopened its economy. 

Since the island's two nations closed their 
borders from March 16 to mid-June, 57,669 
Haitians residing in the Dominican Republic 
have returned to Haiti, according to figures from 
the Dominican border authorities compiled by 
the IOM office. 

According to IOM statistics in Haiti, last 
week 6,356 people went to the Dominican Re- 
public and 11,811 people were registered at bor- 
der crossings to Haiti, which represents an 
increase in the trend. Remember that these fig- 
ures are not exhaustive, the IOM in Haiti only 
monitors the four official border crossings and 
46 other illegal crossings out of more than a hun- 
dred. 


Haiti inches closer to 


100 coronavirus-related deaths 


H*" on Friday closed in on the 100 mark for the number 
of people killed by the coronavirus after it recorded four 
new deaths over the last 24 hours. 

In its daily bulletin, the Ministry of Public Health said 
the four deaths increased the total to 96. 

It said 114 new cases increased the country's tally to 
5,543. Some 512 people have recovered. 


Trinidad keeps borders closed 
Port of Spain, T&T: 
Prime Minister Dr. Keith Rowley says the bor- 
ders of the twin island republic will remain 
closed as long as health requirements related to 
COVID-19 remain in place. 
Speaking during a media conference in Tobago 







on Saturday, June 20th the Prime Minister said 
while some Caribbean countries have started to 
reopen their borders, his administration is deter- 
mined to take a cautious approach. “We want to 
keep our borders where it is because the pan- 
demic is raging. The closure of the borders is not 
meant to penalize anybody, it’s not meant to lock 
us in here and make us prisoners. It’s meant to 
keep the virus out, and the virus travels by way 
of people. It is normal common sense,” he said. 

To date, Trinidad and Tobago has recorded 
123 positive COVID-19 cases. There are cur- 
rently six active cases. 


George Williams released 
from 50-year wait in 


prison without trial 
Kingston, JA: 
Gi" Williams had his first meal in 50 
years outside of prison walls on Wednes- 
day, June 25th after a St Catherine Circuit Court 
judge upheld a notice of abandonment in his 
murder case. 

“Freedom time,” was all the grey-haired 
Williams could manage to say as he emerged 
from the courthouse flanked by his niece Pamela 
Green, his brother Aldwin Jones, and lawyer Isat 
Buchanan. “I am feeling so elated to know that 
after such a long time, he’s finally out of prison,” 
said Green before making her way downstairs to 
greet her uncle. The 71-year-old Williams had 
spent 50 years in custody without trial. 

In handing down the ruling, Justice 
Stephanie Jackson-Haisley said it was an appro- 
priate decision. “We wish him well and that he 
reintegrates into his community and his family, 
and all I ask of you is to assist Mr. Williams in 
that reintegration process,” said the judge. 

Williams was facing one count each of 
murder, malicious destruction of property, and 
wounding with intent charges stemming from an 
incident in 1970. He was arrested and charged 
with the killing of a Canadian man during a violent at- 
tack on the man’s family while they drove through his 
hometown of Ivy district in St Catherine.

Bowman said in a statement Wednes- 
day morning. “I cannot wait to get to 
Washington and cause problems for the 
people maintaining the status quo.” 

Engel released a statement saying he 
did not believe Bowman should declare 
victory before absentee ballots have been 
counted. "Any declarative statement on the 
outcome of this race right now is prema- 
ture and undermines the democratic 
process," the statement said. 

New York is still counting votes and 
may be for days, with a huge increase in 
absentee voting during the coronavirus 
pandemic. However, elections analysis ob- 
served that Bowman's lead over Engel is 
too great for the incumbent to make up.

ith a proclamation issued on Mon- 

day, US President Donald Trump 
extended and expanded immigration re- 
strictions to limit the entry of foreign 
workers to the United States. The move set 
off ripples of alarm among scientists and 
drew fire from experts concerned about 
the future of US science. 

According to the order, the United 
States will stop issuing certain categories 
of foreign-worker visa — notably the H- 
1B visa given to foreign faculty members 
hired at universities and employees hired 
by tech firms — until the end of the year. 
The Trump administration characterized 
the decision as a plan to stave off the eco- 
nomic impact of the coronavirus pan- 
demic, and to prioritize jobs for US 
citizens. 

The freeze, whch goes into effect on 
24 June, will not apply to people who are 
currently in the United States, or those 
with other valid documents for entering 
the country. It provides exemptions for 
some foreign workers — academics on J- 
1 visas, often postdoctoral researchers, 
should be clear, according to a senior ad- 
ministration official. Officers issuing visas 
at US consulates abroad will evaluate pe- 
titions for other exemptions, including re-

quests from researchers or doctors en- 
gaged in COVID-19 work. 

Experts slammed the move and ar- 
gued that foreign talent is necessary to 
keep the US scientific enterprise compet- 
itive. 

“This is a huge deal,’ says Julia 
Phillips, a member of the US National Sci- 
ence Foundation’s governing board and 
former chief technology officer at Sandia 
National Laboratories in Albuquerque, 
New Mexico. Last year, the United States 
issued more than 188,000 H-1B visas 
across sectors, according to the Depart- 
ment of State. A January report from the 
National Science Foundation said that 
30% of people in science and engineering 
jobs in the United States were born outside 
the country. 

“We find it extremely concerning, 
particularly as medical residents are 
brought in on H-1B visas, and faculty who 
are necessary to educate the US work- 
force,” says Lizbet Boroughs, associate 
vice-president for federal relations at the 
Association of American Universities in 
Washington DC, whose members include 
leading US research institutions. 

“The bottom line is that suspending 
processing for H-1B visas is going to have 





an impact on American research and 
American innovation and America’s abil- 
ity to train and teach its scientific work- 
force pipeline,” she says.

““Today’s charges send a clear message: if 
you try to tamper with an election in New Jer- 
sey, we will find you and we will hold you ac- 
countable,’ said New Jersey attorney general 
Gurbir Grewal. “We will not allow a small 
number of criminals to undermine the public’s 
confidence in our democratic process.” 

Grewal’s office began investigating after 
being alerted by the U.S. Postal Inspection 
Service to hundreds of mail-in ballots being 
found in a mailbox in Paterson. More ballots 
were found in a mailbox in Haledon. 

Authorities said the four men engaged in 
the improper collection of mail-in ballots. The 
six ward elections in Paterson were conducted 
solely through vote-by mail because of the 
coronavirus pandemic. 

Jackson and Mendez allegedly ap- 
proached voters to collect their mail-in ballots 
in violation of state election laws. These bal- 
lots were then delivered to the Passaic County 
Board of Elections without identifying the 
bearer as required by law.

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Clear signs that a relationship can last

fter a decade of analyzing data from 

the Love Lab, we discovered that one 
set of variables determined whether a mar- 
riage would succeed or fail: Were the cou- 
ples being positive or negative during the 
interview? There was very little gray area. 
Either they emphasized their good times to- 
gether and minimized the bad times, or they 
emphasized their bad times together and 
minimized the good times. 

What we’ ve learned is that the couples 
who are most likely to have happy mar- 
riages show the following qualities and 
characteristics when they talk about their 
relationship: 


Fondness, Affection, Admiration: Either 
verbally or nonverbally, the couple ex- 
presses positive affect (warmth, humor, and 
affection); they emphasize the good times; 
they complement their partner. 


We-ness Versus Separateness: The couple 
emphasizes their ability to communicate 
well with each other and their mutual unity 
and togetherness. They use words like 
“we,” “us,” or “our” as opposed to “I,” 
“me,” or “mine.” They don’t describe them- 


selves as separate. 


Expansiveness versus Withdrawal: The 
couple describes memories about their 
shared past vividly and distinctly, versus 
vaguely or more generally with an inability 
to recall details. They are positive and en- 
ergetic talking about their relationship, ver- 
sus lacking energy and enthusiasm in 
recalling their past. They express intimate 
information about themselves, rather than 
staying impersonal and guarded. 


Glorifying the Struggle: In a relationship, 
people build a whole life together, filled 
with values, purpose, and meaning. In “glo- 
rifying the struggle,” the couple expresses 
pride that they have survived difficult 
times, versus expressing the hopelessness 
of their hard times. They emphasize their 
commitment to the relationship versus 
questioning whether they should really be 
with this partner. They are proud of their re- 
lationship versus being ashamed of it. 

They talk about their shared values, 
goals, and life philosophy. They have inten- 
tionally created a sense of shared meaning 
and purpose, even in the way they move 
through time together. And they create in- 
tentional traditions in their relationship for 
connecting emotionally. We call these “‘rit- 
uals of connection.” Dates are an example 
of rituals of connection. 

What it boils down to is that an overall 
perceived negativity will quickly erode a 
relationship. And every successful marriage 
and relationship has, at its foundation, a 
deep and close friendship — partners who 
really know each other and are, at the heart 
of it, on the same side, part of the same 
team. 

The words you choose matter. Your 
tone of voice matters. Even your facial ex- 
pressions matter. Of course we all get it 
wrong sometimes. We miscommunicate, 
and when we do, we need to make repairs. 
Expecting no communication snafus in a re- 
lationship is like expecting a hole-in-one 
every time you hit a golf ball. Happy rela- 





_ tionships aren’t relationships where there is 
r ¥ no fighting. They are relationships where 
repairs are made after regrettable incidents 
happen — and where a couple connects 
with each other day to day. Happy couples 
are not so very different from unhappy cou- 
ples; they are simply able to make repairs 
to their relationship easier and faster so they 
can get back to the joy of being together. 

In the end, a big part of the success or 
failure of your relationship depends on the 
conversations you have with each other. 
Three hundred couples did the exercises, 
recorded their conversations, and shared 
their stories. 

New couples, celibate couples, same- 
sex couples, and long-term married couples 
all found that these conversations brought 
them closer and helped them see each other 
in new and exciting ways. They became 
better friends, and they fell in love all over 
again.
